The Council Discusses the 
Sewer System. 


T H E 
POLICE 
COMMISSIONERS. 


A Q u an tity of M iscellaneous B usi­ 
ness D isposed Of—The F ire 
B oard. 


The City Council m et yesterday morn­ 
ing in adjourned session and resolved 
itself into a Comm ittee of the Whole,with 
Mr. Van Dusen in the chair, and Messrs. 
W inching, McLain, Brown, Hamilton, 
Shafer, Bonsall and President Franken- 
field presett. 
The Chair stated th at the meeting had 
convened for the purpose of discussing 
the plan for a sewer system recom­ 
mended by th e Board of Enginoers. 
The suggestions of the engineers were 
discussed informally at length. 
Mr. Shafer said the only question in 
hia mind was as to w hether the people 
wanted the system as recommended by 
the board. 
, 
Mr. Tan Dusen said that he thonght 
an appropriation should have been made 
to have had the whole report published 
in the newspapers. 
Then the people 
would have read it and have then ex­ 
pressed their opinion. 
Mr. Wirsching moved that the report 
' be discussed in sections. 
H e said that 
h e did not agree with the report as t > 
th e storm-water drains. 
The motion 
was carried. 
Major Bonsall said that he thought the 
best possible way of advertising the re­ 
port and of getting it before the people 
would be to have it published in each of 
the daily papers. He moved that a sum 
be appropriated for that purpose. 
Mr. Wirsching thought this would be 
the best thing to do, for it would be read 
by all the property owners. The motion 
was carried. 
Mr. Frankenfield moved that the mat­ 
ter be divided into two propositions, the 
sewer system and the storm water sys­ 
tem , and if presented to the people to be 
subm itted separately. Carried. 
City Engineer 
Eaton said that he 
thought this was a proper thing to do. 
The city could get along without tbe storm 
drains by running the water off from the 
streets, but a sewer system was a neces­ 
sity, and should be bnilt at once. 
Mr. 
Eaton advised against building the in­ 
terior sewers by assessments. 
He said 
th at the contractors would increase their 
priceB for the trouble of collecting the 
Assessments in snch a large district. 
Mr. Shafer asked w hether the expense 
could not be cut down by decreasing the 
size of the pipes. 
Mr. Eaton said that if the size was cut 
down one-half, the saving would only be 
about $150,000, not enough to consider 
when the large pipes would be needed. 
H e then answered a num ber of questions 
relative to tbe sizes of pipes and other 
m atters of detail. 
Mr. Shafer said he thought the best 
way to get the opinion of the people 
would be to hold meetings in each of the 
wards. 
The Committee of the Whole then rose 
and reported progress to the Conncil, 
which, after approving several demands, 
adjourned.

Protests were received from 
J . Mills Davies et al., and the congrega­ 
tion of the Park church aqaiDat the grant­ 
ing of tbe license. As the petitioners 
had not obtained tbe required num ber of 
signatures, tbe m atter was referred back 
to the Chief, he having asked for further 
tim e for investigation. 
In tbe m atter of tbe application of 
Klein Bros, for a new ealcon at No. 2 
North M ain street, the Chief reported 
th at the applicants had not obtained the 
required num ber of signatures. There 
being a protest against the granting of 
the saloon, the application was denied 
on motion of Mr. Lewis, who stated 
th a t the corners of First and Main 
streets were always crowded with loafers 
at the present tim e, and one more saloon 
there would make the place a nuisance. 
Transfers of licenses were granted to 
the following: 
Bulfiuch & Miller from 
E . T. McGinnis, for saloon at 233 North 
Main street, and J. Eilenstein from F. 
Gautier, for saloon at 174 East First 
street. 
T he application of Guiol & W ernitt for 
a perm it to obtain a license for a new 
saloon at No. 122 Aliso street was re­ 
ferred to the Chief, under the rules. 
A num ber of demands, amounting in 
the aggregate to $1,483 36, for work done 
upon tbe new police headquarters, were 
referred to the Council, it being beyond 
tbe jurisdiction of the board to approve 
thorn. 
The applications of Messrs. Gottlieb 
Schilling and Hugh Dixon for positions 
on the force were read and ordered 
placed on file. 
A communication from the City Clerk, 
inclosing the bill of Messrs. Garrett & 
Samson for $110 for the faneral of the 
late Officer G. B. Fitch, in April last, 
was received and the Clerk was in­ 
structed to notify them to present a 
formal dem and to the board. 
Mr. K nox’s motion for tbe amendment 
of K ale 5 of tbe by-laws, with reference 
to officers visiting saloons when in uni­ 
form, was carried and the am endment 
adopted. 
In the m atter of the suggestion of 
Police Judge Stanton with regard to the 
good time allowance for city prisoners on 
tb e chain gang, Mr. K nox's motion to 
refer it to the Council, with the recom­ 
m endation that an ordinance be adopted 
embodying the views of the Police Judge, 
was carried, the Chief being instructed 
to act in the meantime in c o d junction 
w ith the Police Judges. Messrs. Knox 
and Robinson were appointed as a com­ 
m ittee to prepare a draft of such ordi­ 
nance. 
Mr. Lewis, as Chairman of the special 
com mittee on the m atter ot the investi­ 
gation of the charges against ex-Officer 
Fowler, reported th at the committee 
exonerated Fowler of all excess of cruelty 
in th e execution of his duty when arrest­ 
ing Rawson Young, of Boyle Heights. 
The report was adopted, on motion of 
M r. Knox. 
Mr. Knox etated rLai r the m atter of 
feeding the city prisoner* back in the jail 
instead of by contract, as at preeent, he* 
had found upon investigation that the 
food could be- provided at a much eheaper 
rale and of a much better quality by so 


doing. 
All that was necessary was a 
range, which could be pnrchased at about 
$115. 
H e therefore moved that the 
Council be requested to authorize the 
board to erect a range and to advertise 
for proposals for supplies for one year, 
which motion was carried. 
Mr. Dexcer’s request for further time 
in which to investigate the petitions of 
Ralph E . Hoyt and M altman A I vers 
was granted. 
On motion of Mr. Lewis it was re­ 
solved to request the Council to furnish 
tbe police headquarters in proper shape, 
as it is already done in every other de­ 
partm ent of the city.

E d it o r s H e r a l d —Three or fonr thou­ 
sand dollars have been expended for the 
Engineer»’ Commiseiou to determine on 
the best plan for our sewers, and I 
would like to know what we have got for 
it? As I understand it, we have got 
practically the same plan we voted on 
at the last election; the only difference I 
can see is that this one is a little more 
expensive. 
How many good practical 
business men or mechanics are there in 
the city who conld have given us all tbe 
facts and figures in this m atter just as 
we have them now? A very practical 
sharp-sighted m an knows which is the 
Bhorteec route to the ocean, and where 
the natural watercourses are, and every­ 
one knows you can’t make water run up­ 
hill, but have got to follow the fall of the 
f 
'round. Our own City Engineer is per- 
ectly capable of doing all tbia work, and 
that is what we pay him for. 
But hers 
we have a large sum of money for some­ 
thing that could as well be done among 
ourselves, and by men that are already 
in the employ of the city. We are told 
we can have storm drains for about 
$500 000. 
Now my plan for storm drains 
would be to carry all the water poeeible 
above ground; select all the streets íd 
the city that are natural watercourses— 
that is, where the water naturally runs 
during the storms—and pave the gutters 
with cement or lime rock, making a 
smooth, clean watercourse that would 
be swept clean at every storm. Tbe 
street 
crossings should 
be covered, 
making an even roadbed for travel. 
There is perhaps more water in Grand 
avenue now than any time this winter, 
and all this water could be carried in 
two gutters 1x4 feet in size, which would 
carry 1,152 inches. 
Then the water 
could be divided up on six or eight of 
our north and south Btreets, making each 
carry bnt a comparatively small amount. 
Six of our main streets fitted up in this 
way would carry 6,912 inches of water, 
and the system conld be extended as far 
as necessary. 
This plan is, I thick, an 
improvement on the one presented by 
Judge W idney, in that it provides for á 
good and practical way of crossing the 
streets, making the street clear and free 
in the center for travel. Then we would 
be improving and curbing our Btreets at 
the same tim e we were providing for the 
storm water. 
Balt Lake City is providt d 
w ith these same water courses, only 
th eir water is never failing streams from 
the mountains, which, however, makes 
no difference in the plans. Respectfully,

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RICE RIOTS. 


A Serious Affair at Jessup, 
Georgia. 


THE MILITARY CALLED ODT, 


Many Negroes Killed, and Also 
Number of White 
Victima. 


'Associated PresslDlsDatches to the H erald. 
N ew Y o rk , December 26.—A. Savan­ 
nah, Ga., special says: Twenty negroes 
were killed in the riot at and around 
Jessup yesterday before darkness came 
on. íh e Georgia Hnsaars of this city, 
under command of Captain W. W . Gor­ 
don, are patroling the village this morn­ 
ing. There is intense excitement over 
the killing of Deputy Marshal Matthew 
Barnhill and Lumberman W. H. Wood. 
Marshal D. Leggett and Station Agent 
M. J. Wood, who were badly wounded 
are resting easily today, and it is thought 
that both will recover. While the ne 
groes were retreating to the swamp sev­ 
eral of their white pursuers were slightly 
wounded, Marshal Leggett badly and 
another citizen fatally. Armed reinforce­ 
ments from the neighboring villages ar­ 
rived promptly, and with nearly all the 
able- bodied whites of Jessup and many 
friendly negroes a descent was made on 
the rioters. The negroes were well sup­ 
plied with Winchesters and revolvers, 
and made a sortie from one side of the 
swamp. They stood their ground for but 
a very short time, as the scrub trees did 
not afford much protection. Several 
were shot down in the scramble for 
shelter on their retreat to the dense cane- 
brake. 
TIIK SITUATION QUIETER. 
S a v a n n a h, Ga., December 26.—Ad­ 
vices received from Jessup at midnight 
say : The situation is some quieter, but 
an occasional shot is heard. The streets 
are still paraded by armed men. A negro 
was found dead in an alley a few mo­ 
ments ago, aud two others wounded are 
reported dying. Fear is now entertained 
for the safety of the people remaining in 
the neighboring towns. 
The Governor has been telegraphed to 
for troops, and it is thought there will be 
a conflict on their arrival. Quite a num­ 
ber of women and children have left the 
place. 
This is the place where the negro 
preacher, Love, was taken from a first- 
class coach on a passenger train, a short 
time ago, and whipped. The negroes 
greatly outnumber the whites, and con­ 
flicts between them have been frequent, 
but this is the most seriouB one in a long 
time, and the whites express a deter­ 
mination in the present instance to put 
an end to this lawlessness. The whites 
express themselves as confident of their 
ability to subdue the riotous blacks, bat 
the coming of the troops is anxiously 
awaited. 
, 
THE MILITARY PRESENT. 
^ S a v a n n a h, Ga„ December 26.— Noth­ 
ing additional about the Jessup affair 
has been received, but wild rumors are 
afloat that there was serious trouble 
this morning. The military there, under 
command ol Captain Gordon, of Savan­ 
nah, is as follows: Georgia Hussars, 
thirty-seven m en; Brunswick Rifles, 
fifty-five, and Appling Grays, forty-five. 
In addition to these there are upwards of 
100 members of different companies in 
the surrounding connties. 
CAUSE o r THE HIOT. 
B o b B r e w e r , ib e O u tla w , B e g in s 
tlie T ro u b le. 
S a v a n n a h, Ga., December 26.—The 
trouble at Jessup yesterday began at 10 
a. m. As Chief Marshal Leggett was 
making his rounds he saw a negro at the 
side of nn hotel rapidly firiug a rifle. 
“ It’s Boh Brewer,” somebody Baid. As 
the people began to ponr out of the 
stores the name of the notorious outlaw 
and fugitive sent terror to the hearts of 
the citizens, who watched the antics of 
Brewer. “ It must be stopped,” said the 
officer. He then went into a store, and 
arming hiiuself with a shotgun, dep­ 
utized William Austin, R. Jaca son and 
A. T. Reddish to arm themselves and go 
with him to arrest the man. 
When the Chief Marshal and his as­ 
sistants attempted to arrest Brewer, he 
raised his gun and deliberately snot 
and killed Assistant Marshal Barnhill, 
who had j jined the arresting party. The 
Chief Marshal then fired at Brewer but 
missed him. 
Brewer returned the fire 
and shot Leggett through both legs. 
Brewer and his crowd of ten or twelve 
men then lied to McMillan swamp. The 
negroes were followed into the swamp by 
several citizens. 
Among them were 
William Wood, a carpenter, aad his 
son, William Wood. 
The negroes 
dodged into the swamp, and when young 
Wood ran in behind them Brewer rose 
up and shot him through the head, kill­ 
ing him instantly, and shot Wood’s fa­ 
ther in the face. Accomplishing this 
much the negroes ran farther into the 
swamp and escaped. 
CONFUSION REIGNS. 
The news of the death of young Wood, 
and the serious shooting of his father, 
spread like wild fire over the town. Con­ 
fusion reigned for a time, and Jessup 
seemed to be in the hands of a violent 
mob. 
Mayor Hopps called a meeting, 
and hasty preparations were made to 
protect the town. 
Seventy-five armed 
men were gathered in a few minutes, 
and followed Brewer and his party a 
distance into the swamp. 
McMillan 
bay covers 400 acres, and Brewer íb so 
familiar with its high places that the ef* 
forts of the posse to locate him are re­ 
garded as in vain. The strength of the 
poase was increased by a posse of twenty- 
five armed men, and * a picket line was 
formed. 
Brewer had threatened the life of Assist­ 
ant Marshal Barnhill since the olficers 
killed one of Brewer’s palB a few weeks 
ago, while attempting to arrest colored 
men for gambling. 
Yesterday wa9 
Brewer’s chance, and he took advantage 
of the opportunity. When the assistant 
officer came unarmed to the side of Chief 
Marshal Leggett, who was making the 
arrest, Brewer seemed to forget for a 
moment that anybody was trying to cap­ 
ture him, and he shot Barnhill down as 
he wonld a dog. 
m a r sh a l l e g g e t t ’s s to r y . 
Marshal Leggett, who was badly 
wounded in both legs, was seen about the 
affair last night. He said when ho went 
up to arrest Brewer he knew he had a 
bad man to fool with. He wanted a foice 
large enough to take the desperado. 
“ When I got near him,” the Chief Mar­ 
shal said, “and he saw who I was, ho 
left two of my posse who were talking 
with him, and came toward me. I heard 
him say: ‘That is the rascal I want,’ 
and I stepped behind Mr. Reddish. He 
kept coming and T threw my gun to my 
face aud told him to stop. He looked at 


me sullenly, and put his gun across his 
shoulder and started back. He thought 
I would return to town and get assist­ 
ance. When I got an old man, named 
Rayford, and several others, all of whom 
had guns, I turned round to see what 
they were going to dp, and I saw Raj- 
ford exchange a 38-caliber Winchester 
for a 32-calibsr, and make throats and 
curse the people. I knew we were in fcr 
it. so I waited, and had not long to wait 
when I saw Brewer throw his gun to his 
shoulder and fire. I looked around and 
saw my assistant fall to the ground. I 
then returned the shooting by taking a 
shot at Brewer. He then wounded me 
at the first fire. I discharged both bar­ 
rels of my gun, and I knew I was done 
and jumped down an embankment and 
ran. Reddish stood still. Brewer ap­ 
proached him, and saying: 'D—n you, 
I have a great mind to kill you,* he 
struck him and took his gun from him .” 
in s tig a te d by a w h ite m an. 
News reached the authorities that J. 
W. Ryan, a white man liviD g there, was 
the instigator of the affair. A posse was 
sent to his house to arrest him, but Rvan 
had escaped. It is said he put had ideas 
into Brewer’s head about tho duty of the 
white people to the colored folks, and re­ 
port says ho excited them by saying the 
murder of a colored man killed by Barn­ 
hill should be avenged. 
Henry Anderson, one of the guards 
put over Ryan’s house, was accidentally 
shot and killed last night by one of bis 
own party. He went to headquarters 
for reinforcements and was going back 
when a gun held by one Townsend wgb 
discharged, blowing Anderson’s brains 
out.Last night a colored man was shot and 
seriously wounded by the picket while 
coming from McMillan swamp. He at­ 
tempted to slip by the officers, when he 
was shot. 
THE WAR gEPT UP. 


T lie 
Search 
fo r 
H r e w e r-N c g ro e i 
flo g g e d a u d S la u gh tered . 
B avan nah , Ga., December 2 3.—The 
following was received from Jessup to­ 
day : A posse of twenty men, under 
command of S. White, has left for Lum­ 
ber City to intercept Brewer and his 
gang, who, it is rumored, have gone 
there for reinforcements. 
Brewer’s 
mother lives at Lumber City, and it is 
supposed, if be goes out of the swamp, 
he will go to bis mother’s. Firing along 
the picket line is kept up, but principally 
by boys. A crowd of armed men just 
returned from a trip to the swamp report 
four colored men found dead. 
The jail was broken into early this 
morning, and two negro prisoners were 
riddled with bullets. Another negro 
was found at his home and shot through 
the heart. 
Another received a flesh 
wound in the shoulder. It is reported 
that others have been killed, but the 
officers have not found them. 
The 
search for bodies has been kept up all 
day. 
The negroes are quitting their 
homes and moving to other towns. 
Large numbers of negroes wore taken 
from their homes this morning and 
whipped. A crowd of white men went 
to several houses after breakfaet this 
morning aud compelled the negroes to 
loave. They punished some of them. 
The hussars have started for Savan­ 
nah, but (he infantry company of Bruns­ 
wick will remain till tomorrow. The 
swamp whera Brewer’s eang is hiding 
will be searched this afternoon, and if 
the negroes are found, lynching will 
probably follow. The Coroner is now 
holdiug an inquest on the dead bodies. 
l a t e r p a r t ic u l a r s. 
S a v a n n a h, Ga., December 2 6.—About 
8 o’clock this morning a party of un­ 
known men attacked the jail at Jessup, 
driving away the guards. In a few min­ 
utes the doors were battered in and four 
men went inside and shot and killed 
Peter Johnson and Bill Hopps. The 
former was a man who had been wounded 
and captured in the fight. The military 
was stationed about half a mile from the 
jail, but by the time a detachment ar­ 
rived everything was quiet, and all there 
was to indicate what had happened 
wore the bodies of tho dead negrees. 
The Georgia Hussars returned to this 
city this afternoon. 
The Brunswick 
Company was retained on duty by the 
Mayor. The returned soldiers reported 
the trouble over. Their presence was 
only required to quiet tlie excitement, 
i'tie kitchenu and outhouses were filled 
with colored people of tho town who 
sought the protection of their white 
friends.

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Tlie M ain a n d (he H a llio a d s. 
It m ast be confessed th at these storms 
are bringing the railroads face to face 
with a problem not easily solved. In the 
spring of 1884 every bridge over the Los 
Angeles river was taken out by possibly 
the largest flood ever experienced here. 
The rainfall for that year was over forty 
inches in this city, and it was at least 
sixty inches along the mountains. The 
bridges on the San Gabriel and Santa 
A n a, rivers were washed out, as they 
were on the Los Angeles. In the Soledad 
the damage to the Southern Pacific track 
was enormous. That was really the first 
season of heavy rainfall experienced in 
this section since th e 'e ra of railroading 
began. In th at year there fell in this 
city, in January 3.15 inches, in February 
13,37 inches, and in March 12.36. For 
the whole m onth cf March railroad com­ 
m unication was cut off. 
The lesson w s b a bitter one, such as 
experience usually teacheB. 
An earnest 
attem pt was made to profit by it. Enor­ 
mous sums of money were spent in the 
Soledad to raise the track out of the way 
of the floods that come down there in 
these tremendous 
precipitations, when 
perhaps as much as ten inches cf water 
falls in a few hours, and the steep sides 
of tho mountains shoot all these, as over 
Niagara, into the bottom of the gorge. 
These floods roll down the steep canon 
as over a dam, and nothing but the solid 
bedrock of the mountains can withstand 
their fury. Unfortunately, these moun­ 
tain gorges are not straight, and the road 
and stream must m eet at frequent points. 
It was thought that the iron bridges put 
in to span the stream would escape des­ 
truction, as they were put as high out of 
the way of the floods as possible. 
The rains of this month show that 
these efforts to m ake perm anent roads 
have not been successful. 
Tbe total 
precipitation for the month is greater 
than for either February or March, 1884, 
and the water in the Soledad has been 
higher this year than that. 
It would be 
extrem ely difficult to place the road 
much more out of the way of the waters 
than it now stands. 
It is difficult to see 
how the bridgeB can be made stronger 
than these last put in. 
The full extent 
of the damage cannot yet be learned, but 
it will be interesting to note how far the 
plans of the Southern Pacific railroad en­ 
gineers have missed success. 
The same efforts were not made at the 
crossings and along the courses of other 
stream s. The power of the w a'er that 
comes down the Tejungaa was well known 
after 1884; but the track there was not 
much better guarded after tbe flood of 
th a t year than it had 
been before. 
Again on the Los Angeles river, the 
bridges of the Southern Pacific were both 
carried out in 1884, and were replaced 
by similarly unsuitable structures. They 
are gone again. 
In 1884 it was the 
npper railroad bridge that went out first, 
and carried away the Downey-avenue 
bridge and nearly every other one on the 
river in sncceesion. 
8o this year it was 
the npper bridge ever the river that 
went out first and wrecked the Santa Fe 
bridge and the Buena Vista-street bridge. 
I t is very manifest that the principles 
of economy dem and that some effort be 
m ade to span I these rivers with bridges 
strong and high enough to resist the fury 
of the floods. . 
The bulkhead along the river in this 
city is another m atter that calls for the 
greatest skill abiding in the engineers. 
Poorly constructed as the present bulk­ 
head is, it has been of the greatest pro­ 
tection to the city. In the main it con­ 
fined the flood to the channel of the 
river and prevented the inundation of a 
vast area, with the consequent destruc­ 
tion of much property. 
But it needs to be made much more 
effective. 
The back of the bulkhead 
m ust be rip-rapped with rock to reeist the 
fury 
of 
these 
fl3ods. 
The sand 
m elts like snow before a couth wind. 
The wing dam s, too, need reforming. 
They were placed at an angle of forty-five 
degrees to the stream,which by reason of 
its 
cross-channel 
course, 
frequently 
struck these structures at right-angles. 
They should be placed at an angle of not 
more than thirty degrees to the current, 
and then they will not form a surface for 
the water to press with its full weight 
against the bulkhead and force it in. 
To be sure it may be ten years before 
such another flood comes again. 
Such 
dispensations are rare. The only such 
recalled were those in the years 1849-50, 


1 8 6 1 -2 , 1 8 8 3 -4 , and the present one of 


1 8 8 9 -9 0 . 
But there may be another dar­ 
ing the coming spring. * 


T b e R a in a n d tb e S treets. 
The excessive downpours of rain dur­ 
ing the current month open up a serious 
question, as tq how to dispose of storm 
w ater i n this city. 
All cities suffer dur­ 
ing severe meteorological developments. 
In m any northern cities where heavy 
enows fall hnndreds of carts are set to 
work to hanl it outside the municipal 
lim its. 
W here tbie is not done, when a 
thaw comes on the streets become rivers, 
oellars are 
flooded, street cars 
are 
■topped, traffic brought more or lees to a 
standstill and boeiness generally para- 
lyaed. This if a thing that occurs once, or 


perhaps four or mor* tim es each winter. 
Heavy sum m er rains frequently result 
in the same interruption of travel and 
business. 
San Francisco is peculiarly happy in 
her topography as to the disposition of 
her etorm-water. 
She site on a hill, 
or 
a 
series 
of 
hills, 
from 
the 
top of which to the bay the distance is 
not great. 
H er sewers carry off the 
storm-water. 
Every sewer is a storm- 
water drain. 
At each street corner there 
is a catch-basin that takes the water of a 
block into the sewer, and away it goes 
down a steep fall iuto the bay. The 
streets are paved, and there is not much 
detritus swept into the sewers. 
But such a plan would not work at all 
here. To take tbe water from Angeleno 
Heights and near the Sisters’ Hospital, 
from all the region near the Second- 
Btreet Park—in a word, the whole water­ 
shed 
from 
reservoir No. 4, whore 
Bellevue avenue and Lake Shore avenue 
meet, down along the Arroyo de los 
Reyes, past the Normal School to Sixth 
street, and out Grand avenue ur Pearl 
street to Washington and thence outside 
the 
city, 
is 
something 
no 
drain 
can 
be 
built 
to 
accomplish in a 
rain like that we have 
just passed 
through. 
If the streets were all paved 
and only water went into such a drain, if 
it were twenty feet in diameter it would not 
carry tbe flood. 
As it is, with the eand, 
debris and rubbish Bwep , down by tbe 
flood from nnpaved streets, a drain fifty 
feet in diameter would be choked up, 
and there would result damage incalcu­ 
lable. 
Ia fact, the disposition of storm-water 
from unpaved streets is a very difficult 
question. 
Usually, where streets are 
not paved tbe im provements are few, 
and the property in jeopardy not valu­ 
able. 
It is more or less an open country. 
W ith us it is different. The rapid growth 
of the population has densely peopled 
sections of the city where there are no 
paved streets yet. 
While this is so we 
shall have to make up our m ind to 
undergo a good deal of discomfort in 
heavy rains, and. the dam age of property 
will be unavoidable. 
But where the streets are graded in 
cities of magnificent distances like ours, 
the very alphabet of engineering teaches 
that storm-water muet be kept above 
ground as long a9 possible, and pre­ 
vented from concentrating as much as 
possible. The streets are the proper 
conduits for it, and where they are well 
paved but little damage can follow, and 
but little discomfort accompany the 
rains. 
The minimum of both results 
under such circumstances. 
Make each 
street carry its own storm -water as far 
as possible, and let two stream s get to­ 
gether as seldom as may be. 
The great danger, of course, is in 
basins, where the water of many streets 
forms a confluence.. Here there will be 
and must be danger to proparty and dis­ 
comfort to residents. 
But they bonght 
their property in a hole, and ought to 
bear the consequences. It was their own 
selection, and they ought to be prepared 
to see water run down hill. Ia such dis­ 
tricts the sidewalks ought to be placed 
from a foot to perhaps three feet above 
the streets, and entrances to cellars ought 
to be well guarded. 
There is about the philosophy of this 
matter, in brief. 


T h e K alu a n d the crops. 
The continuous and heavy rains of the 
current month have retarded the seeding 
of the ground intended for wheat and 
barley, and the soaked condition of the 
soil will still further retard the putting 
in of these crops. 
But it m ust not be 
inferred from these facts th at the inter­ 
ests of the grain-growers are materially 
threatened or jeopardiz’d by these cir­ 
cumstances of the season. 
In the first 
place, there was a good deal of grain in 
the ground before this protracted storm 
set in. 
la Antelope valley there is an 
unusually large acreage in, and these 
r uns will insure a fine harvest. 
These 
statements would be true of nearly all 
sections of the county. 
Iu the second place, Los Angeles 
farmers have an advantage over their 
brethren in toil in all other agricultural 
sections cf the globe. 
This lies in the 
volunteer crops of grain that so often 
gladden the heart of the granger here­ 
abouts, which come to him as the scrip­ 
tural clothing to the lilies of the field, or 
the food sent by a kind providence to 
the birds. 
The granger 
toils not, 
neither 
does 
he 
spin, 
for 
these 
gifts of 
the ground, and 
yet 
few 
regions of the earth under the most dili­ 
gent tilth yield more abundant harvests 
than these spontaneous benefactions of 
a teeming soil. This year these volun-. 
teer crops of wheat and barley will be 
general on all stubble lands and they 
will be rem arkably heavy. 
For hay and 
for grain to be used for feed, there will 
be enormous crops of grain which will 
cost the farm er nothing but tbe gather­ 
ing. Two or three tons of bay, or ten or 
fifteen sacks of grain, obtained in this 
easy way, will be a general rule. There 
will be a most abundant supply of feed 
of all sorts for the various classes of 
stock, and its cost will be merely of a 
nominal character. 
Thirdly, there will be time still to seed 
a great deal of land. 
Were it not that 
the volunteer crops are usually dirty, be­ 
cause of the grass and other seedB mixed 
with the grain, there would be no ne­ 
cessity to turn a sod in this county this 
year. But for milling, brewing and ex­ 
port purposes this volunteer grain is not 
so good. So the farmer will pick out the 
most promising portion of his land, and 
let the crop now on it m ature for hay, or 
for grain intended for feed purposes. 
The other portions he will plow at his 
leisure daring the coming three m onths, 
and by the 1st of April there will be a 
large area seeded to barley and wheat 
for brewing, milling, export and seed. 
As to corn, the year will be an excep­ 
tional one for its growth. There is hardly 
a bit of mesa soil in the county, even of 
the lightest varieties, where corn will 
need irrigation after these rains. 
W here 
it is pat in daring April, so as to catch 
the late spring showers, and where it is 
kept clean daring its growth, it will turn 
oat marvelous harvests.

W heeling, W . Va., December 26 
In view of its great importance, as grow­ 
ing out of the feeling that inspired the 
Pan-American Congress, and its gigantic 
proportions as a railway enterprise, the 
recently incorporated Colombia Railway 
and Navigation Company at Richmond, 
Va., is likely to prove a sensation in 
commercial circles. 
The following ex­ 
planation of tho plan, as gained from 
parties directly interested, will appear iu 
tomorrow’s W heeling InUlligercer: 
Toe purpose of the company is to con­ 
struct railroads in South America, steam ­ 
ship lines connecting these railroads 
with points in tha United States, and in 
cidentally everything necessary to prop­ 
erly carry on each business. 
The com­ 
pany’s capital is to be $100,000,000, and 
Captain Parsons, of Virginia, is at the 
bead of it. 
Briefly, the aime of tbe Colombia Rail­ 
way and 
Navigation Company are as 
follows: To conBtrnct a line of railroad 
from Borne point near the m outh of the 
Magdalena river in the United States of 
Colombia, southw ardly along the eastern 
flank of the Andes and headw aters of 
the Amazon to points in P eru; th e reto 
connect with the Peruvian and Argentine 
system of railroads. 
From the mouth of 
the Magdalena river steam ships will be 
run to the southern point of Florida and 
New Orleans, from whence will extend 
railroad connections to all parts of this 
country. The vastness of the enterprise 
contemplated is thus apparent. 
A continent, probably the richest in 
m aterial resources of all the continents, 
in th e world, is to be opened up to the 
purposes of commerce, immigration and 
civilization ; its products and people are 
to l>e brought into communication with 
the rest of the world; and best of all, 
the direct and lasting benefit of these pur­ 
poses accrues to the United States. 
Captain H . C. Parsons, whose home 
is now at Natural Bridge, Virginia, iathe 
originator and controlling Bpint of tbe 
enterprise. 
It is by no means tbe firBt 
difficult and hazardous undertaking in 
the railway line he has been engaged in, 
though tbe others were as nothing when 
compared with this. 
For fifteen years 
Captain Parsons has given the subject of 
a .north and south line of railroad in 
South America his attention. 
He has 
traveled and investigated, examined the 
surveys of the country, and collected in­ 
formation of all kinds until he has dem ­ 
onstrated the feasibility of his great pro­ 
ject, and at last brought it to the point 
of realization. In order to obtain more 
thorough organization and secare heartier 
o o p eratio n , incorporators have been se­ 
lected, and shortly will be nam ed, in all 
the Southern States. 
W hen this has 
been done and the organization com­ 
pleted by the election of officers, etc., 
subscription books will be opened anti 
the practical work of making surveys 
and estimates inaugurated at once. 
The 
only part 
of

proposed 
route 
which 
is 
unknown 
and 
unexplored 
is 
between the sources 
of 
the 
Magdeleua 
and 
Napa 
rivers, over the dividing ridge of the 
Cordilleras in Ecuador. 
Here a m ount­ 
ain chain m ust bn crossed in order to 
pass from the valley of one river to that 
of another, and in i Idition to the natural 
obstacles are fieiee savage tribes who 
have hitherto resisu d attem pts to ex­ 
plore 
their 
couutry. The 
northern 
term inus as now proposed will be Port 
C arthagena on the Caribbean sea. From 
here the road will run to Cuzco and 
Cerropasco in Peru, the distance between 
them being about 2,000 mileB, half of 
which is along streams navigable by flat- 
bottomed steamers. Tbe roid will trav- 
eree the pampas del Sacramento, per­ 
haps the richest agricnltural region in 
the world; it will skirt the largest gold 
and silver mines, and penetrate forests 
of untold value. 
A t the southern term ini a junction will 
be effected with two Peruvian lines of 
railway and the railroad from Buenos 
Ayres on the Atlantic, which road is 
already in operation for 400 miles to 
Alts, on the headwaters of La Plata 
river. 
Thus different outlets to the 
ocean will b9 secured for products at 
present inaccessible. 
At Cuzco and Cerropasco is found the 
heart of a gold and silver m ining region 
which has been popularly reputed to be 
enormously wealthy in these minerals, 
and where was claimed by some of the 
old church writers, was really the Ophir 
of King Solomon. 
The development of Peru in the paBt 
has been exceedingly slow and at great 
cost. Its 1,300 m iles of railroads have 
cost the state almoet $150,000 per mile— 
the most costly in the world. 
Notwith­ 
standing this, the construction of por­ 
tions of these baa already been largely 
paid fcr by royalty on the guano beds. 
W hat would be the result of the rapid 
and complete development of such re­ 
sources as it contains can be better im­ 
agined than described. Almost as mnch 
may be said for every one of the states 
through which the proposed route is to 
pass. 
Iu conversation with an Associated 
Press correspondent, Captain Parsons 
dwelt at length upon the elem ent of un­ 
certainty 
which must enter into the 
problem on acconnt of the unknown 
region in the crossing of the Cordilleras. 
W hether man can do w hat never yet has 
been done, is the question which the 
com pany’s engineers will have to solve 
in the near future. 
“ It must be clear,” said Captain Par­ 
sons, “ to tbe casual student of tbe mat­ 
ters involved, that this or some similar 
one n an easily practicable channel by 
which our wares can be carried in com­ 
petition with those of Europe to the 
heart of South America. 
D offers the 
only possible means of competing in time 
with the trans-Atlantic steamers and the 
La Plata system of boats. By this meanB 
the traveler will be able to make the 
distance from Lima, the capital of Peru, 
to New York in nine days. 
At Lima be 
will be but thirtv hours by steamer from 
Valparaiso; at New York he is but seven 
days from Liverpool; 
from Chili to 
England in seventeen days. 
If it is 
true that the United Stat9s,with her Pan- 
American Congress reciprocity treaties, 
íb seeking her chief m arket in South 
America, it would appear ehe can best 
find it at Rio Janeiro, not at Buenos 
Ayres, not upon the coast fronting Eng­ 
land, not upon the narrow and arid 
plains of tbe npper Pacific coast, but by 
piercing to tbe center of the nut and at 


once extracting the kernel while foreign 
nations are looking for an opening on tbe 
outside.

The com m ittee endeavored to draw 
from V. K. Moore and Powell Stack­ 
house, cf M ichigan, information as to 
the am ount of labor and capital con­ 
tained in a ton of iron ore. 
The re­ 
sponses, however, were unsatisfactory, 
they declaring their inability to give a 
correct answer, owing to the varied col­ 
lections of different mines. 
J . J. Dominies, of New York, urged 
against th e reduction of tbe duty on '.ron 
ore. 
Galusha A. Grew, Pennsylvania, ad­ 
vocated a reduction of the duty on coal. 
He did not urge the abolition of the 
tariff, but that it should be fixed at a 
rate to cover the difference in wages in 
the United States and Canada. 
Charles F . Mayor, President of the 
Consolidated Coal Company of Mary­ 
land, protested against any reduction in 
the duty on coal. 
H e did not want to 
put the American laborer down on the 
same plane as the British laborer; tbe 
reduction of the tariff would have that 
effect. 
At the evening session Oscar Reen, 
representing the Newark, N. J., sm elt­ 
ing works, endeavored to impress upon 
the committee the necessity of m aintain­ 
ing the present law in relation to the im­ 
portation of lead ore, when containing a 
valuable proportion of precious metals. 
L. A. H olden, of Cleveland, Ohio, took 
the other view, and contended that lead 
ore, even when containing ore of more 
precious metals, should pay its share of 
duty on imports. 
Hon. H . Townsend, of Colorado, pro­ 
tested against the findings of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, as unfair to the 
m iners and miDe owners of the West. 
Hon. W. Bartine, of Nevada, said tie

Affairs in Brazil. 


NEWS FROM DIFFERENT SOURCES 


Official Advices Assuring—Private 
Dispatches D iscouraging—Rub­ 
ber Men Alarmed 


1 Asnociated Fresa Dispatches to the H kralu ] 
W a sh in g to n , December 26.— An Asso­ 
ciated PreHB reporter who called at the 
Brazilian Legation to inquire for news 
concerning the fighting wbich was re­ 
ported to have occurred at Rio de 
Janeiro, from the 18th to the 20ih inst. 
found that the Minister had just re­ 
ceived the following telegram from Ruy 
Barboza, Minister of Finance under the 
new regime: 
“From cablegrams we learn unfor­ 
tunately that there is no speculation from 
newsmongers against as which is not 
credited in Europe, in spite of all our 
warnings against this sort of conspiiacy.

This circum­ 
stance has increased confidence in the 
Government, which shows itself strong, 
and prepared with prompt and decisive 
means to put down any disturbance oí 
fublic order. The aggravation of General 
onseca’s illness is not true; on 
the contrary, he is recovering Bpeedily 
from his former complaints. At any rate 
the fate of the revolution is now accepted 
by the whole country, it does not de­ 
pend on the contingency of one man’s 
lifer however precious it may be.

TH E RAILROADS IN BAD SHAPE. 


Very Kew T ra in s Y e ste rd a y -W h e re 
th e W ashouts A re—In ju rie s to 
th e City S tre e ts—Notes. 


The total rainfall, up to 5 o’clock lost 
evening, was 24.72 inches, or more than 
fell in any year since 1877, except 1S84, 
when the record went up as high as 40 39 
inches. 
In that year the major portion 
of the fall was in Febrnary and M arch, 
so that the present season’s precipita­ 
tion is the largest on record. Up to 
December 1st only 8.93 inches had fallen, 
so that to the present date 15 79 inches 
have falleu daring the m onth, the larg­ 
est m onthly fall on record since 1877. 
Previous to the present month the two 
largest monthly rainfalls were in Febru­ 
ary and March, 1884, when 13.37 inches 
and 12.36 inches respectively were re­ 
corded. As to the exact am ount of dam ­ 
age done, no figures, even approximately 
correct, can be given. It is certain, how ­ 
ever, that the lo?s*will not be nearly as 
great as at first anticipated. 
It will be 
large enough, however, to take out a 
good slice of the cash fund of the city 
which is not any too large at present. 
The Street Superintendent’s forces were 
kept 
busy 
yesterday 
in 
removing 
the sand from the streets, and in making 
the crossings passable. 
Today his men 
will start to work to repair some of the 
graded streets which have been badly 
washed. A lively shower occurred yes­ 
terday morning, and for an hour the 
stream s in the gutters were so Bwolleo 
th at it was difficult to cross; but in the 
afternoon the sun came out and the wind 
changed to the north, dryiDg the paved 
streets so that by nightfall they bore no 
indication of the heavy rains. 
The 
graded streets, however, were left in a 
muddy condition, and the poor quality 
of the gravel used was demonstrated. 
There were a number of caved sewers 
reported, but these will be repaired soon 
if the raiu has stopped for a period. 
The Southern Pacific scored first blood 
on its rival yesterday by getting in last 
Taesday's passengers and mail from the 
East. 
The train, which was caught at 
Colton by the storm, worked its way 
along aB far as El Monte, where there is 
a bridge gone. Here the sixty pas­ 
sengers were transferred across and put 
upon hand-cars. 
In this way they were 
carried as far as East Los Angeles. Sev­ 
eral times they had to leave the cars 
where the track was submerged in water 
and waik around the washed-ont places 
while the cars were pushed over the 
shaking rails. 
At East Los Angeles 
they were taken into ’buses and brought 
over into the city, where they arrived 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
East of Colton the Southern Pacific 
track is all right, except that one Bpan of 
the bridge over the Santa Ana river is 
gone. Section -hands are being collected 
from all available points in that direc­ 
tion, and the road is being repaired as 
rapidly as poeeible. 
A connecting train 
will be sent out for tbe passengers that 
are now waiting to get through, and they 
will probably get in East Los Angeles to­ 
mo row noon. 
The exact condition of the track to the 
north is not known, but there is very 
little doubt that it is very bad. Southern 
Pacific officials say that it will be five or 
six days before they can hope to get 
trains through. 
A Phillips excursion of twenty-eight 
passengers, which ought to have arrived 
here last Tuesday and about 125 more 
people, twelve of them citizens of Los 
Angeles, were caught at Mojave and 
spent Christmas day in that dreary re­ 
gion. Yesterday morning they started 
back to San Francisco, and they will be 
sent down from that city by boat, leaving 
some time today. 
All other passengers 
will be shipped from San Francisco in 
the same way until further notice. 
The 
report from the north stateB that five 
miles of track are under twenty feet of 
water, and that an iron bridge and a 
number of wooden bridges are washed 
away. The reports received at this end 
would seem to indicate that this is very 
much of an exaggeration. 
From what 
is known here it is believed th at only a 
few small washouts have taken place in 
Soledad cañón, and that a part of the 
Tejunga bridge is gone. 
The chief diffi­ 
culty in the way of making repairs here 
is that the washouts are all in awkward 
places, where it is impossible to fix up 
the track until the water runs off. 
Just at present the Southern Pacific is 
concentrating most of its efforts on the 
San Pedro division, as all its construc­ 
tion stores and implements are there,and 
as it is a matter of utmost necessity that 
freight, mail and paaeengers coming to 
this city by water should be brought in. 
It is on this division that the worst in­ 
juries to tbe track were effected by the 
storm. 
The Los Angeles, San Gabriel 
and New rivers, with their various con- 
tributary streams, seem to have all 
joined forces in one broad flood cover­ 
ing all the country from Downey and 
Compton to Cerritos. 
Between the lat­ 
ter place and Thenard there is 500 feet of 
washouts and the track is covered with 
water of greater or less depth for a dis­ 
tance of over a mile. An effort waB 
made yesterday afternoon to get con­ 
struction implements and men across on 
boats, but without success. The water 
is Roing down very gradually, but as fast 
as the track is uncovered it is cribbed up 
and protected with sand bags. The au­ 
thorities of the road express a hope that 
trains will get through on this division 
some time today. 
They will, barring 
accidents or more rain, certainly be in 
operation by tomorrow. 
Information with regard to the condi­ 
tion of the Santa Fe is still rather hazy, 
as the wires are down in many direc­ 
tions. 
The Redondo branch, oa which 
no very serious washouts had taken 
place, is now in good condition again, 
and trains will run regularly hereafter. 
The company has chartered the Santa 
Maria, and will carry its passengers to 
San Diego by boat. Trips will be made 
every other day. The smaller boats of 
the Pacific Coast Company stop at this 
port every four days. 
There are now four overland trains 
waiting at Barstow for the Cajon pass to 
be cleared of its numerous landslides. 
They contain about 400 passengers, who 
are hoarding at the comp.iny’s expense 
at the hotel and passing the time as 
pleasantly as may be uuder the circum­ 
stances. 
Mr. W ade, tbe General Man­ 
ager, does not make any definite state­ 
ment as to when the trains will come 
through the pass, but says the company 
will do its best to clear the way. There 
are four large gangs of men at work 
there. 
The last division to be repaired will 
Írobably be th e en rf line to Han Diego. 
t will be remembered that this part of 


the line wae completely used up at the 
very beginning of the etorm. and had 
been only partially repaired when the 
last downfall of rain came on. The 
Temecula division has some sm all wash­ 
outs, which will probably be repaired in 
a day or two. Most of the construction 
m aterials of the Santa Fe are located at 
National City, and the road must have 
some sort of a connection with that part 
of the State. Much of the tim ber needed 
will be shipped by boat to Redondo 
Beach. 
The injury done to the Santa Fe line 
by the storm is estimated by Mr. Wade 
as something under $200,000. The injury 
to the Sonthern Pacific is estimated by 
some of the authorities at about $150,000. 
It ought to bs stated in this connection 
that the first reports that come in of 
damagejdone are always worse than those 
which follow when the water is cleared 
away and the exact condition of the track 
can be ascertained. 
It therefore follows 
that it is a safe assumption that the total 
damage will come inside of the above 
figures. 
One circumstance which has greatly 
delayed the work of learning what dam ­ 
age has been done and effecting its repair 
is that a great many of the wires of the 
railroadB, as well as those of the W estern 
U nion, are down and useless. A num ­ 
ber of line men were sent out yesterday 
in all directions from this city to make 
repairs. 
In mauy cases it has been 
necessary to send messages by round­ 
about routes. 
The people in Compton and vicinity 
celebrated Christm as under very peculiar 
circumstances. 
The w ater of the San 
Gabriel and Los Angeles rivers flooded 
their district several feet deep, and 
they 
were 
visible 
going 
from 
house 
to 
house 
in 
skiffs 
and 
rafts. 
A 
num ber 
cf 
cattle 
were driven up on top of a knoll to keep 
them from being drowned. 
A lake sev­ 
eral miles in length has been formed on 
the Laguna ranoh, the w ater nearly to 
tbe top of the haystacks. The river has 
left its own channel and is wandering 
about the country in an aimless sort of 
fashion. The mail between Compton 
and Clearwater is being carried on horse­ 
back. 
Wells-Fargo express m atter will bo 
sent north and received from the north 
by the Pacific Coast steam ship line. 
Express and mail matter from the east 
which has started in this direction by 
the Santa Fe will be returned to Albu­ 
querque and sent down to Doming to 
come out to this Coast by the Southern 
Pacific. 
The Rogere’ toll bridge over the Ar­ 
royo Seco at Garvanza, which was swept 
away in the late storm, was offered to 
the Board of Supervisors by Ralph Rog­ 
ers on the 6th of this m onth for the sum 
of $5,000. 
They looked the bridge over 
and decided to purchase it, bat a little 
delay took place and the bargain was 
not completed. Mr. Rogers is now out 
$5,000. 
The Temple-street Cable Company had 
a hard fight with the water which flowed 
like a river across Beaudry avenae. The 
road, however, managed to keep in op­ 
eration through most of the storm. 
All 
the main cables of the Pacific Railway 
Company were in operation yesterday.
